WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  a 
Committee  composed  of  members  of  theCoun 
cil  and  private  citizens  should  be  appointed  to  manage 
land  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  improve- 
ment, ornamentation  and  preservation  of  all  Public 
19th  Parks  belonging  to  the  City  of  Vancouver,  and  to 
carry  out  all  such  works  connected  therewith  as  the 
Council  may  authorize: 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
jin  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows: — 

1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  annually 
from  amongst  themselves  three  Aldermen,  and  from 
amongst  the  citizens  three  gentlemen,  to  be  called 
the  Park  Committee,  and  such  citizens  shall  each 
receive,  by  way  of  remuneration  for  his  services,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum. 

2.  The  Park  Committee  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  Public  Parks  belonging  to  the  Corpo- 
ration, subject  to  all  such  by-laws  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  passed  by  the  Council,  but  no  moneys  of 
the  City  shall  be  expended  on  such  Parks  except  such 
as  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Council  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

3.  Those  portions  of  sub-sections  7 and  8 of  section 
81,  By-Law  No.  32,  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  relating 
to  the  control  of  the  Parks  of  the  City  of  Vancouver 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Done  and  passed  in  open  Council  this  the  29th  day 
of  September,  A.D.  1888.
